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TOWN'S SCHOOLS 
SET FOR NEW ERA

WELSHPOOL is set for a “new 
era of education” after coun¬ 
cillors unanimously approved 
plans for a £13 million super¬ 
school. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet 
backed plans for a 420-pupil Eng¬ 
lish-medium school and 120 Welsh-me¬ 
dium school in Welshpool to replace 
four existing schools under a review of 
primary education in the town. 

It would result in Ardwyn, Gungrog and Old- 
ford schools closing to make way for the new 
English language schools which would be built 
near Welshpool High School, and a Welsh-me¬ 
dium school opening in the town - possibly at 
the site currently home to Ysgol Maesydre. 

Derek Simms, chairman of governors at Ar¬ 
dwyn School and also a governor at Oldford 
School, said the cabinet’s unanimous approval 
was good news. 

“This will be a new era of education for Welsh¬ 
pool, and I think if all the schools embrace this 
opportunity it will be a great way forward for 
the town,” he said. 

Fantastic 

“It’s a new era in many senses but also in 
terms of there being a Welsh-medium school and 
an English school. It’s fantastic because it will 
actually mean a dual opportunity in Welshpool. 

“If we all get together and embrace it, every¬ 
body will benefit from this, and I’ve got to say 
I haven’t yet come across any negative feeling 
about this. 

“I know there may be some people who went 
to those schools in the town that may have emo¬ 
tional ties but I think that’s minimal when you 
look at the positives of this, two new schools and 
the great opportunities.” 

Councillor Phil Pritchard, ward councillor 
for Welshpool Castle, said the plans were well 
overdue. 

He said: “It is very interesting and nice to 
have three local members in favour of what 
is proposed, the governing bodies of the four 
schools, the town council and members of the 
public in Welshpool. They are all happy with 
these changes.” 

Councillor Pritchard said as a governor at 
Ysgol Maesydre he had been in discussions with 
the council officers and he paid tribute to their 
hard and dedicated work, which he described as 
phenomenal. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, cabinet member for 
education, said: “Many of the buildings in use 
are in a poor condition, there is increasing de¬ 
mand for Welsh-medium education, a need for 
continued faith provision and a need to reduce 
the number of surplus places in the school - cur¬ 
rently averaging at 22 per cent per school.” 

He added: “The plans, which will be the 
subject of full consultation, could see the new 
schools in operation by September 2018 if the 
funding application is supported by the Welsh 
Government.”

Victim sustains 
serious injuries 
in stabbing attack 

A MAN in his 40s was left with serious 
injuries after being stabbed at a property 
in Oswestry. 

The attack happened at an address in 
Castlefields in the town. 

Police say the stabbing happened at 
about 8pm on Saturday and left the vic¬ 
tim needing hospital treatment. 

The victim was described as being in a 
“serious but stable” condition in hospital 
on Monday. 

The suspects are three black men who 
are believed to be in their early 20s. 

Two of the men are around 5ft 4ins to 
5ft 6ins tall and the third man is around 
6ft tall. 

Detective Inspector Rob Mountford, 
senior investigating officer, said: “This 
was a vicious attack on a man, which has 
left him with very serious injuries. 

“I would urge anyone who may have 
been in the area just before the attack, or 
who may have seen the men leaving the 
property to contact us immediately. 

“We don’t believe there is any risk to 
the local community, but there will be an 
increased police presence to provide reas¬ 
surance to people in the area.”

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Co-op to close town centre 
branch, bank bosses say

THE Co-operative Bank is to 
close its branch in Oswestry, 
bosses have confirmed. 

The branch on The Cross will close 
on May 3. Officials say they will be 
writing to inform their customers of 
the closure and of the alternative op¬ 
tions available to them. 

Liam Coleman, director retail and com¬ 
mercial bank at The Co-operative Bank 
cited the increase in digital banking con¬ 
tributing to the firm’s decision to close the 
branch 

Mr Coleman said: “We have always been 
very clear about the need to reduce the 
branch network to a size that is consistent 
with a smaller, sustainable bank as part of 
our business plan to turn the bank around. 

“These decisions are never easy but con¬ 
tinuing to reduce our costs is necessary as 
we seek to restructure and modernise the 
bank and, unfortunately, this includes clos¬ 
ing branches where the number of transac¬ 
tions has declined significantly, meaning it 
is no longer sustainable. 

“Although, like all banks, we will need to 
keep our branch network under review as 
the switch to digital increases, this is the 
last stage of significant branch closures as 
part of the bank’s transformation. 

“We have sought to keep the impact on 
our customers to a minimum and are writ¬ 
ing to affected customers giving them ad¬ 
vance notice about these changes and the 
alternative options available to them.” 

This closure comes following HSBC axing 
several of its branches across the region in 
recent months. Chirk, Llanfyllin, Llanfair 
Caereinion and Ruabon are among those 
deemed no longer viable. Campaigner 
Simon Baynes met representatives from 
HSBC who agreed to attend Chirk Town 
Council and Ruabon Community Council 
meetings to discuss the closures which are 
due to happen on April 8. 

Mr Baynes, the Welsh Conservative As¬ 
sembly candidate for Clwyd South, met 
HSBC last week. The meeting was also 
attended by Chirk South councillor Terry 
Evans and Penycae and Ruabon South 
councillor Joan Lowe where the level of 
concern from the two communities about 
the closures was strongly stressed. 

The bank’s representatives were ex¬ 
pected to attend Chirk Town Council and 
Ruabon Community Council meetings last 
night (Wednesday).

“They loved the castle and the area and 
were very interested in the legends that we 
have in Whittington,” she said. 

She said she told Ms Fielding about the 
tales of children seen in the castle includ¬ 
ing a little boy who has been seen walking 
through the castle walls. 

Most of the interest centred around a suit 
of armour that was found in the castle moat 
when in was dredged in the 1960s. 

“We have had the armour dated and it is 
believe to date back to the Civil War,” Miss 


Ellis said. “We understand that the cavalry 
was sent from Shrewsbury to help soldiers 
in Oswestry but they didn’t get there in 
time and there was a skirmish in Whitting¬ 
ton. 

“They film crew went into the room 
where the armour is kept and did a lot of 
filming. 

“Yvette Fielding said that there were 
some very interesting recordings that will 
be revealed when the programme is aired, 
probably in June.” 

For many years Whittington Castle was 
in the hands of the Fitzwarine family.

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Dire warning 
is given over 
club's future 

A SOCIAL club needs “a miracle” for 
it to be saved from closure, according 
to its chairman. 

An emergency meeting was held to 
discuss the future of Welshpool Social 
Club, which Adrian Bowen, chair of 
the committee, described as “bleak”. 

Speaking following the meeting, 
Mr Bowen said it looked likely that 
the club would close for the final time 
on Sunday if committee members and 
investors didn’t come forward. 

He said: “It’s a shame, a big shame 
but that’s how it was left. There’s just 
not enough committee volunteers and 
nobody’s coming forward, we hoped 
people would - investors and commit¬ 
tee members - but people haven’t. 

“We need investors but we won’t 
get investors without a strong, hard¬ 
working committee.” 

Mr Bowen also cited the club’s 
financial difficulties. This comes 
months after it was warned that the 
club could fold if events are not sup¬ 
ported. 

In September it was reported the 
club in Brook Street faced dwindling 
numbers of people attending music 
events and live sport. 

At the time the committee of Welsh¬ 
pool Music Festival, which supports 
the venue, made a plea for residents 
to use it or lose it.

Taxman admits mistake 
over Saints' court action

THE taxman has admitted mis¬ 
takenly issuing a winding up pe¬ 
tition against Oswestry-based 
Welsh football champions The 
New Saints. 

HM Revenue and Customs threat¬ 
ened the club with the High Court 
action less than two months after a 
demand was wrongly issued to AFC 
Telford United. 

In both cases HMRC demanded payment 
of tax bills that had both been paid. 

And in both cases the legal action was 
dropped and the tax office agreed to cover 
the football clubs’ legal costs. 

The New Saints were left “shocked” after 
the petition was issued by HMRC. 

The club had already paid a £6,000-in¬ 
come tax payment before the petition was 
served. 

In AFC Telford’s case, an £11,000 VAT 
bill had also been paid long before the wind¬ 
ing up order was issued. 

The first The New Saints knew of the 
legal order was a call to the club from the 
media. 

The club ended up in a London court 
hearing, where its legal representative 
James Kinman told Registrar Nicholas 
Briggs the payment for income tax on em¬ 
ployees’ earnings had been paid before the 
petition. 

After talks between both sides at the 
court, HMRC confirmed this was the case. 

After Monday’s withdrawal of the wind¬ 
ing up petition, chief operating officer Ian 
Williams said the club, which won their 
first piece of silverware of the season on 
Saturday when they beat Denbigh Town 
to lift the Word Cup, was in an “extremely 
healthy financial position”. 

He added: “The listing was dismissed by 
the court due to an error by the petitioners 
HMRC, who have also agreed to cover all of 
the club’s costs. 

“They will be publishing a statement in 
the London Gazette in due course. 

“The club, following its cup final win on 
Saturday, can now focus on matters on the 
pitch. 

“It re-assures all stakeholders that the 
club is in an extremely healthy financial po¬ 
sition as it aims to retain its Welsh Premier 
League title.” 

HMRC was not available for comment.

Lottery cash welcomed by town group 
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Simon Arthur of PCAS which has been given a welcome lottery fund 


A SHROPSHIRE charity that helps 
some of the county’s most vulnera¬ 
ble people to have a voice and live 
independently has been given a 
£300,000 lottery grant. 

And the funding could not have 
come at a better time, according to 
the charity. 

The PCAS - Peer Counselling 
and Advocacy Service - charity was 
on the verge of being forced to close 
after 20 years when news came 
through of the funding. 

The funding will be spread over 
three years. 

The new funding will help with 


office, staff and transport costs, 
the charity says. Originally set up 
in Shrewsbury, PCAS is now based 
in Oswestry. It is run by Simon Ar¬ 
thur who was himself disabled in an 
accident in 1991. 

Over the past two decades the 
charity has helped well over 5,000 
people, most of them with complex 
disabilities and needs. 

Mr Arthur said: “We got into peo¬ 
ple’s own home to help them with 
practical issues. 

“We can give them advice and 
signpost them to other agencies for 
help that they might need and act 


as an advocate when decisions are 
make about their lives. 

“We are delighted with the lot¬ 
tery grant which is a continuation 
grant, something that few organisa¬ 
tions will receive.” 

Mr Arthur said that to increase 
its services PCAS would have to 
look for more funding. 

“We have just taken on two new 
advocates and would like to expand 
further.” 

“News of the grant came quite 
late and we were seriously worried 
that, if we received no funding, 
PCAS would have to close.”

SHROPSHIRE’S students and their teachers have been congratulat¬ 
ed after the publication of the national GCSE tables. 

The results show that 56.5 per cent of the county’s pupils gained five or more GCSEs 
at A* to C grade, including English and maths - an increase on last year’s figure of 56.1 
per cent. 

The county fared reasonably well compared to other authorities around the country. 
David Minnery, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for children and young people, said 
he was pleased with the performance of the county’s schools, pupils, and teachers.

man jailed 


for stealing 
mini-digger 

A THIEF who broke into a quarry and stole 
a half-tonne mini-digger has been jailed for 
20 months. 

Christopher Jackson was caught partly 
due to the quick thinking of Gary Hilditch 
who followed Jackson as he made off with 
the digger on a back of a trailer. 

Jackson had broken into Criggion Quarry 
between Welshpool and Llanymynech. 

Mr Hilditch was at the Admiral Rodney 
pub in Criggion on December 31 and hap¬ 
pened to see the vehicle passing. 

He immediately recognised the trailer 
and digger from the quarry and followed it 
as it drove towards Shrewsbury. 

Police contacted him and he was able to 
tell officers where he was and he continued 
to follow the vehicle until police took over. 

As police followed the vehicle it crashed 
through a gate and became bogged down in 
a field. 

Jackson, 37, of Manor Place, Whitchurch, 
ran off but was caught and arrested. 

He admitted burglary, aggravated vehicle 
taking and driving without insurance. 

Brendon Reedy, defending at Mold 
Crown Court, said that his client had 
clearly not acted alone. 

Recorder Timothy Petts said that the 
defendant had a long history of previous 
offending and that it was an aggravating 
feature that he was on prison licence when 
he committed the latest offence. 

He was jailed for 20 months and will 
serve a 12-month driving ban on his release 
from prison. 


The Marches School in Oswestry was 
named as one of the schools where stu¬ 
dents made the most expected progress in 
English. 

The best ranked school in the Oswestry 
area according to the GCSE tables was 
Moreton Hall. The school was ranked 
eighth within the local authority. 

The Lakelands at Ellesmere was ranked 
15th, Oswestry School was ranked 20th and 
the Marches School was ranked 22nd. 

Adcote School at Little Ness near 
Oswestry was ranked 24th and St Martins 
School was ranked 26th. 

An Adcote School spokeswoman said: 
“Unfortunately our portrayal in the Gov¬ 
ernment rankings is not an accurate one by 
our calculations and is in contrast to the 
reality here at Adcote. 

“Our pass rates are significantly higher 
than those shown in the government league 
tables. We have contacted the Department 
for Education to ask it to review the data 
that was published.” 

St Martins School headteacher Sue 
Lovecy said the results of its extensive 
school improvements and innovative provi¬ 
sion had started to filter through. 

“Visitors to school including a recent 
visit from the Department for Education 
are bowled over by our working environ¬ 
ment, ethos and behaviour,” she said. 

“We currently have a very small second¬ 
ary cohort in our through school and this 
means our attainment results vary greatly 
from year to year.” 

Mrs Lovecy welcomed the new ‘Progress 
8 measure’ being introduced by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

She said: “This will help to address the 
difficulty of comparing schools from differ¬ 
ent parts of the county and with very differ¬ 
ent catchment areas.” 

“We provide here at St Martins School 
excellent opportunities through our indi¬ 
vidually tailored pathways for students of 
all abilities to make fantastic progress,” she 
added.

The 73-year-old suffered a stroke outside 
his home in Llanyblodwel while getting 
ready to go fishing onWednesday morning 
last week. Mrs Roberts, 30, took to Face- 
book to trace the man and in less than a 
day found their family’s hero. 

She said: “God knows what would have 
happened if Jeremy hadn’t stopped. 

“I think if someone hadn’t stopped dad 
would have either died from hypothermia 
as he was out in the frost for more than an 
hour or he wouldn’t have got to hospital 
in time to have had the clot busting stroke 
treatment which has to be given within 
four hours of onset of stroke symptoms to 
maximise its benefits. 

“I think dad went out to the car at 
around 8.45am and Jeremy drove past 
about an hour later and saw him on the 
floor. To begin with he thought he might 
have been fixing his car but then realised 
his shoes weren’t on his feet and he wasn’t 
moving so he turned around and called 
999.” 

Mr Perrin remains in hospital at Telford 
following the stroke. 


fighters remained at the scene throughout 
Thursday afternoon until 4.30pm, before 
returning hours later at 9pm for another 
inspection. Peter Hawkins, rank station 
manager and assistant group commander 
for Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said the cause of the blaze was likely to be 
confirmed early next week. He said it was 
thought the fire started in the roof space. 

Police and the ambulance service were 
also in attendance to check over the woman. 

The next door neighbours of the fire-hit 
home were left stunned by the blaze, which 
caused substantial smoke damage to their 
property. 

Ken and wife Jean Jones, who live in 
the adjoining property to where the fire 
started, said they were in a state of shock 
following the blaze but were thankful for 
the help of their neighbour Val Smout, who 
raised the alarm. 

Mrs Jones, who was out walking their 
dog Lucy when the fire broke out, said: “We 
wouldn’t have had a home to return to if it 
wasn’t for Val. She came and told me what 
had happened and called the fire brigade - 
she was just amazing. We’re so thankful for 
her and thankful that nobody was hurt.” 

As well as raising the alarm and helping 
her neighbours to safety, Mrs Smout also 
provided a safe haven for those affected by 
the fire by making sure they were refreshed 
with plenty of cups of tea in the village hall. 

Brushing off her decisive heroic actions, 
Mrs Smout said: “I really didn’t do much. It 
just so happened I was passing at the time, 
and I thought it had only just started so I 
rang the fire service. Initially I thought it 
was just a chimney fire but once I noticed 
the smoke was moving I thought it had to 
be more than a chimney fire, so I started 
knocking on doors to check everyone was 
OK.” 

Councillor Joyce Barrow praised Mrs 
Smout. She said: “Val really did save the 
day but I’ve got to say Trefonen really is 
a special community, the community spirit 
here is just wonderful and the fire service 
were fantastic.”

Approval for chicken sheds 


CHICKEN sheds housing almost 100,000 
birds will be built in the countryside near 
Oswestry. 

Shropshire councillors approved plans 
in principle for the two rearing sheds for 
poultry at Morton Ley Farm in Morton. It 
is the latest intensive rearing chicken farm 
application of several in recent years to be 
allowed across the county. 

But the approval is subject to minor mod¬ 
ifications, and powers to grant final plan¬ 
ning permission have been delegated to 
Shropshire Council’s chief planning officer. 

An archaeological survey will now be un¬ 
dertaken to see if their are any remnants of 
a former Roman road that once ran along 
the site. 

A report to Tuesday’s meeting of the 


authority’s north planning committee was 
told that Morton Ley Farm already runs 
two intensive broiler units, and is looking to 
increase production from 90,000 to 180,000 
birds in four separate bird rearing units as 
part of the family farming business. 

Each of the new sheds will house up to 
45,000 birds. The plans also include three 
feed silos and access improvements. 

Birds will be brought on to the site as day 
old chicks and will then stay for 42 days be¬ 
fore being taken for processing. 

There will be a six-day turnaround be¬ 
tween each batch of birds to allow the facil¬ 
ities to be cleaned out. Planning officer Tim 
Rogers said there had been no objections to 
the plans, and Oswestry Rural Parish Coun¬ 
cil had written in support of the application.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Shock Friday night headlines 
that Oswestry-based The New 
Saints Football Club was set to 
be wound-up in the High Court 
sent shivers through the foot¬ 
balling world - but wrongly as it 
turned out. 

It now appears that the peti¬ 
tion had been wrongly issued by 
HMRC and the club claims not 
to have even been told about the 
High Court hearing until the local 
press started asking questions. 
Nevertheless directors and so¬ 
licitors had to hurriedly chase off 
to London for a Monday morn¬ 
ing hearing in front of Registrar 
Nicholas Briggs. 

A winding up order could 
have seen the club stripped of 
10 points by the Welsh Premier 
League bosses, which would 
have seen them lose their place 
at the top of the table and threat¬ 
en the annual fortune gained 
from representing Wales in the 
European Champions League. 

It now appears that the fuss 
was all about a PAYE bill of 
£6,000 and the winding-up or¬ 
der was dismissed when it be¬ 
came clear that the money had 
been paid by the Welsh Premier 
League Club and that HMRC had 
not served a winding-up order on 
the Oswestry club. It seems the 
whole issue was blown out of all 
proportion, after all £6,000 is lit¬ 
tle more than a round of drinks to 
the club’s millionaire owner and 
my old friend Mike Harris.HMRC 
even agreed to pick up the club’s 
substantial costs in hiring solici¬ 
tors and travelling to the capital 
for the hearing. 

The club was not the only star 
of the football world to be at the 
court though. Championship 
side, Nottingham Forest were 
also in the same list as The New 
Saints. But the tax man’s claim 
against them was also dismissed 
after the registrar was told that 
the undisclosed debt they had 
owed to the tax man had been 
paid in full. 

Town and community councils 
across Shropshire and Powys 
have been setting their annu¬ 
al precept with many forced to 
pass big increases on to house¬ 
holders as they take on extra 
responsibilities for services be¬ 
ing slashed by cash-strapped 
Shropshire Council and Powys 
County Council. 

The county authorities have 
reacted to receiving less fund¬ 
ing from Government by hacking 
services which we have come 
to expect as the norm - such as 
street cleaning, day care centres, 
refuse collection, libraries and 
others which it appears they are 
not legally bound to provide. 

What we are all going to find 
hard to accept is that our coun¬ 
ty council tax bills will be going 
up too - for providing less. How 
does that work then? Our county 
councillors may face some pretty 
difficult questions when it comes 
around to the next round of elec¬ 
tions.

is it time for changes to 
ring for phone coverage? 


Parts of the region are 
still suffering from poor 
mobile phone coverage. 
Report by MARK ANDREWS 

RONAN Dunne makes a wry 
observation on the thorny is¬ 
sue of mobile phone coverage 
in rural areas. 

“Five years ago I gave evidence 
at the Commons Select Committee 
and at that time the vast majority of 
MPs who wrote to me about mobile 
coverage were asking us not to put a 
mast up because somebody in their 
community did not want it,” says 
the chief executive of phone opera¬ 
tor 02. 

“Now almost 100 per cent of the MPs 
who write to me are contacting on behalf 
of constituents who want better coverage 
in their area.” 

The conflict between the demand for 
a better mobile phone signal and finding 
appropriate places to install new masts is 
one that will be familiar to thousands of 
people across Shropshire and Mid Wales 
Ludlow, Craven Arms, Welshpool and 
Clive have been identified as being par¬ 
ticularly problematic, with parts of New¬ 
port and even Shrewsbury also suffering 
from problems while signal in Oswestry 
can be a problem for many. 

Guy Middleton, of EE, says his firm is 
committed to meeting the Government’s 
requirement of 90 per cent geographical 
coverage by 2017. 

“For our part we are adding additional 
coverage through a combination of new 
sites and new radio spectrum that help 
us cover more people in more places and 
offer a better service,” he says. 

But he says while there was a desire 
among the big four phone companies to 
improve signals in rural areas, the Gov-

ernment also has a role to play in ad¬ 
dressing outdated regulations on site 
access, planning and costs. 

He says guidelines, which date back 
to the 1980s, can leave phone operators 
at the mercy of landowners who charge 
excessive rents for mast locations and 
hinder access for repairs. 

Mr Middleton says while the terms of 
government licensing agreements im¬ 
pose standards on them akin to those 
for public utilities, present legislation 
offered none of the special protection 
which utility companies benefited 
from. He says some landowners are well 
aware of this, and exploit the situation 
for commercial gain. 

“There was a case where we had been 
paying £2,000 for 12 years, not for the 
mast itself, but to use the road to access 
the mast,” says Mr Middleton. “Sud¬ 
denly, that was increased to £200,000 


in perpetuity. No sensible business can 
sustain that sort of increase.” 

Getting permission from site own¬ 
ers to repair faulty masts can also be 
a minefield, he says. “When there is a 
fault with a mast, we would normally 
want to deal with that within six hours, 
but very often the site owner won’t let 
us gain access that quickly, or they are 
not around. 

“We would like to see the Govern¬ 
ment give us more protection in terms 
of rent and being able to get access to 
our site.” 

The issue was raised in Parliament 
before Christmas in a debate attended 
by minister for the digital economy Ed 
Vaizey. Mr Vaizey says opposition from 
local authorities, pressure groups and 
major organisations is often an obstacle 
to improving phone companies. 

He told the Commons debate: “I have 


been slightly astonished that organisa¬ 
tions such as the National Trust have 
point blank refused to have masts on 
their land and planning authorities have 
turned down applications for masts de¬ 
spite local communities wanting them. 

“Some members of local communities 
have even put concrete blocks in front 
of the generators provided for mobile 
masts. We have had some astonishing 
examples, where one part of the local 
community has actively tried to stop a 
mobile mast when the rest of the com¬ 
munity wants it. 

“We can work together with landown¬ 
ers to provide them with better coverage 
as long as they are prepared to support 
mobile masts and not see them as a cash 
cow or simply oppose them.” 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
has been involved in talks to find a way 
forward on the mast issue. 

He recently attended a meeting in 
Shrewsbury with councillors and MPs, 
hosted by Connecting Shropshire and 
chaired by Cllr Steve Charmley. 

The talks included a coverage update 
by OFCOM, a progress report from the 
mobile operators including CTIL, rep¬ 
resenting Vodafone and 02, Three and 
EE, incorporating Orange and T-Mobile. 

Mr Paterson said: “I stressed the dif¬ 
ference between OFCOM’s coverage sta¬ 
tistics and the reality experienced by my 
constituents. We were able to explain 
that due to the increase in data use and 
sheer number of phones, the situation 
locally is getting actively worse. It was 
agreed that taller masts could provide 
more coverage and deployment equip¬ 
ment, some of which would require full 
planning consent. Large, shared masts 
would provide vastly wider coverage of 
162Sq km. It is vital that all of these 
organisations work together effectively 
to achieve the results my constituents 
expect in exchange for the money they 
pay out on their mobile phone contracts. 
Getting all four operators to work with 
Shropshire Council on improved masts 
is key. “ 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


I write this column as MPs are 
discussing the tax arrangements 
of Google in the UK. 

There is much ambivalence 
about the announcement that 
Google has agreed with HMRC 
(Her Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs) that the company will 
pay £130million of back-dated 
tax. 

I particularly noticed this news 
because many of us are paying 
our own income tax bills this 
week, before the January 31 
deadline. 

Now £130 million may seem a 
massive sum of money to most 
of us. 

But bearing in mind the vast 
financial empire that is Google, 
£130million is no more than a 
piffling sum. 

Google is one of the three big¬ 
gest businesses in the world! 

It is mind-blowingly successful 
and profitable. None of us likes 
paying tax, but we know we have 
to pay our share. 

It’s a bit more acceptable if 
we think businesses like Goog¬ 
le, Microsoft, Apple, Amazon, 
Starbucks, top entertainers like 
Bono, and best paid footballers 
etc. are paying their fair share as 
well. The £130million is a good 
start. But most of us think there’s 
a long way to go. 

But I still don’t think it makes 
sense to criticise Google. 

The company tells us that it 
fully complies with UK tax law in 
every respect. I’m sure it does. 

Google simply employ able 
accountants to advise how to 
minimise its tax burden. It is ac¬ 
tually what all of us who run busi¬ 
nesses do. 

We pay the tax bill that we are 
required to pay. So the obvious 
thing to do if we don’t like Goog¬ 
le’s tax arrangements, is change 
them. Let’s make them fairer. 

But we must be careful not to 
cut off our noses though! These 
massive high technology busi¬ 
nesses create many thousands 
of good quality jobs in the UK. 
Their many thousands of em¬ 
ployees pay tax as individuals. 
Their policies of locating in the 
UK is hugely beneficial to us. 
It would be a big blow if they 
moved out. It’s interesting to 
consider the current row be¬ 
tween Apple and the European 
Commission about the tax due in 
Ireland, where it’s expected that 
a similar deal will be agreed. It’s 
likely the total back tax will be 
far higher than the Google bill in 
the UK. However the Irish Gov¬ 
ernment is worried about the im¬ 
pact, even though it will receive 
billions extra. 

The position is that the tax 
system on multi nationals in the 
UK is not seen as fair. It’s good 
that the UK Government is tack¬ 
ling this difficult issue. It will need 
a tough balanced approach. The 
£130 million is a good start, but 
only a start.

Remove banks' power to create money 


I WAS saddened to read that Shropshire 
Council is planning £77 million of cuts 
over the next five years as this will result 
in much hardship and suffering. What sad¬ 
dens me most is that these cuts would not 
be necessary if government created money 
debt and interest free and spent it into the 
economy (Quantitative Easing in the public 
interest). 

Very few people bother to ask a most 
important question, which is, where does 
money come from? The fact is, it is created 
out of nothing. 

Many find this hard to believe, but it is 
true. In recent years the central bank has 


created £375 billion (QE) and used it to 
prop up failing private banks. If only this 
newly created money was pumped into the 
real economy or even given to citizens (QE 
for the people). 

The greatest problem our nation faces is 
the fact that private banks have the power 
to create money every time they make a 
loan. When you take out a mortgage, the 
money you borrow doesn’t come from 
somebody else’s savings.

- are what you use to pay for your house. 


Unfortunately, it all has to be paid 
back with interest (bankers’ profits), even 
though it was created out of nothing in the 
first place. If the borrower fails to repay, 
the bank repossesses the house, private 
banks can’t lose. Even when they mess-up 
the central bank comes to their rescue. 

Very little will ever change for the bet¬ 
ter until the power to create money is re¬ 
moved from private banks and placed into 
the hands of a democratic, transparent and 
accountable body working in the public and 
national interest.

Centre could soon 
sell train tickets 

WELSHPOOL’S tourist information 
centre could start selling train tickets, 
bringing in hundreds of people to the 
town each year. 

Welshpool town councillors dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of bringing a 
ticket office to the town’s tourist in¬ 
formation centre as the nearest office, 
in Newtown, looks likely to close later 
this year. 

The office would sell season tickets 
and advance tickets which are not 
currently available at many stations 
in the area. 

The set up costs will be between 
£8,000 and £10,000, but once estab¬ 
lished it is anticipated that the office 
could comfortably cover its costs each 
year and make a small profit. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson said: 
“We sell coach tickets already at the 
tourist information centre and that 
makes about £3,000 a year. 

“Running costs of the train ticket 
sales would be about £2,750 a year for 
equipment upkeep, so that means we 
would need to sell a London ticket a 
day to cover costs.” 

Man is rebailed 
in death inquiry 

A MAN has been rebailed as police 
continue to investigate the death of a 
man on his birthday after a Hallow¬ 
een party. 

Matthew Jones, of Johnstown, died 
on November 1, 2014, after attending 
a party at the Academy Skatepark on 
Rednal Industrial Estate in Oswestry. 

Shortly after Mr Jones’ death, a 
man from Oswestry was arrested by 
West Mercia Police on suspicion of 
manslaughter and supplying class A 
drugs. 

A West Mercia Police spokesman 
said: “A 39 year-old man has been re¬ 
bailed until February 22.”

FOOTPATH widening on one of 
the main roads into a village will 
see traffic diverted along a nar¬ 
row road, passing a hospital and 
college for people with disabili¬ 
ties. 

The B5069 into Gobowen, near 
Oswestry, will be closed for a fortnight 
from February 8 meaning a long de¬ 
tour for motorists. 

Parish councillors are calling for a re¬ 
think of how the scheme could be managed. 

Shropshire Council’s scheme will see a 
24-hour, 14-day road closure from the Five 
Crosses roundabout on the A5/A483 to 
Trewern Avenue in the village. 

Drivers, including those trying to get 
to the area’s only railway station, will in¬ 
stead have to take the orthopaedic hospital 
turning off the busy roundabout and drive 
along the road pass the hospital and Der- 
wen College before joining the Whittington 
to Gobowen Road. The route includes two 
humped bridges where the road narrows 
even further. 

Selattyn and Gobowen Parish Council 
has written to the economic growth and 
scheme department at Shropshire Council 
saying councillors had raised serious con¬ 
cerns regarding the proposed diversion. 

“The diversion will cause a concern for 
the orthopaedic hospital and Derwen Col¬ 
lege as there will be large volumes of traffic 
using this road and with this brings dan¬ 
gers, particularly when you consider large 
vehicles including lorries meeting on the 
narrow bridges,” the letter says. 

“Councillors request that the diversion 
routes are given further consideration.”

Inquest told fall from 
horse led to tragedy

A WOMAN died after appearing 
to black out and fall from her 
horse. 

A coroner has written to Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital to ask if there 
are any lessons that can be learned 
from the death of Mair Schmeinck. 

An inquest heard that the 27-year-old is 
likely to have suffered from an irregular 
heartbeat, known as cardiac arrhythmia. 

It is thought she fainted and fell from her 
horse during a lesson at the Isle Estate Liv¬ 
ery Yard near Shrewsbury. 

The inquest on Miss Schmeinck, 27, of 
Tynllwyn, Burgedin, Welshpool, was held 
in Shrewsbury. 

The inquest heard that prior to falling 
from the horse on October 25 she had said 
“Ooh, head rush” before falling onto the 
soft ground of the yard. 

Her mother Alison told the inquest: “She 
gave about four breaths and then an ambu¬ 
lance was called and she was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital where she was 
pronounced dead.” 

Mrs Schmeinck said that three months 
prior to the fall, her daughter had fainted 
after dancing at a Pony Club barn dance. 

She said: “She was admitted to hospital 
where she underwent various tests. 

“We had still not received the results by 
October.” 

In recording a narrative conclusion, cor¬ 
ner John Ellery said: “Miss Schmeinck died 
from injuries following a fall from a horse 
following cardiac arrhythmia.”

A MOVEMENT that has taken Aus¬ 
tralia by storm which tackles social 
isolation and loneliness has lifted 
off in Oswestry and proving to be a 
shed load of fun. 

Every week men across the country 
are getting involved in the relatively new 
Men’s Sheds movement - with an av¬ 
erage of two new sheds opening weekly 
around the UK. 

Men’s Sheds clubs are places where older 
men can meet, undertake some form of activity 
in the company of others, while finding friend¬ 
ship and companionship. 

This might be through workshop activities 
such as woodwork, metalwork or some form of 
engineering. 

The clubs aim to engage older men into com¬ 
munity activities, to meet friends and remain 
actively involved in society. 

It also helps to combat loneliness as well

as giving volunteers the opportunity to share 
skills and expertise. 

In Shropshire alone there are four shed 
groups - in Oswestry, Market Drayton, New¬ 
port and Sansaw in Hadnall - while one is 
currently in the development stages in Shrews¬ 
bury. 

Infrastructure 

Since the Men’s Sheds projects started out 
in Australia during the 1990s, they are now es¬ 
tablished as part of the health infrastructure 
that supports programmes to improve men’s 
health and wellbeing. 

The popularity of the scheme has spread 
wide across the world and has been particu¬ 
larly embraced by men in the UK. 

Currently there are 4,296 members in the 
UK, with 226 sheds open and 86 in develop¬ 
ment. 


Oswestry Men’s Sheds club is one Shrop¬ 
shire shed in particular that’s thriving. 

Since its inception in August 2014, the num¬ 
ber of group members has steadily risen. 

The group started out with a humble three 
members. 

But the group, now has 20 members - four of 
which joined since the New Year. 

Hilbre Jones, treasurer of the Oswestry 
group, said the group was dedicated to the 
wellbeing of older men. 

He said: “Women have their WIs, now we 
have our sheds, and I think it’s a good thing 
because men generally aren’t really good at 
talking to each other. 

“Here we tend to attract men who are di¬ 
vorced, widowed, perhaps men who have been 
made redundant. 

“Although we do skills based activities it 
doesn’t have to be all skills based. 

“The men who come along don’t technically 
need to come with a skill. 

“They can come here for a chat, a game of 


cards, whatever they want to do. There are no 
set rules here.” 

Mr Jones joked that despite the WI compari¬ 
son - it’s not all jam and Jerusalem. 

“It’s bitter and banter here!” he joked. 

Oswestry Men’s Sheds club - which is a reg¬ 
istered charity - meets twice weekly on Tues¬ 
days and Wednesdays between 10am and 4pm, 
as well as holding monthly meetings. 

Helpful 

John Welch said joining the group has been 
helpful for him. 

He said: “Before joining I didn’t particularly 
mix all that much whereas I do here. In fact 
before the shed came along, I wouldn’t usually 
join clubs. 

“It’s good because each member of the group 
offers something and we all enjoy ourselves. 

“The group offers each other support but 
it’s also a great chance for some banter with 
friends.” 

Mr Welch said the group, which is based at 


Oswestry Showground, was pleased with the 
recent surge in uptake and is always keen to 
recruit new members. 

As well as growing member numbers, the 
group has plenty more reasons to celebrate as 
the Oswestry Show Committee allows them to 
stay at the showground base for five years rent 
free. 

Since the group has been there, it has pro¬ 
gressed quickly in building its shed. 

The group’s area of the grounds has seen a 
lot of change with the group completing exten¬ 
sive ground clearance work in the woodland 
area of the showground to make way for group 
members and their nearly completed shed. 

Mr Jones said: “We’ve been extremely lucky, 
not only for our lad’s hard work but also for 
consent from Malcolm Roberts (Oswestry 
Show chairman) and the show committee in 
developing the ground here for our shed. 

“This wouldn’t have been possible without 
them and we’ve seen a lot of progress in a rel¬ 
atively short period of time.”

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Going wild 
with natural 
and rustic 
flowers 

AS the trend towards naturalistic gardens 
continues this year, tidy gardeners with 
pristine plots may need to chill out a bit if 
they want to really contribute to the bal¬ 
ance of nature. 

Yet having a wildlife-friendly garden doesn’t 
have to mean a chaotic onslaught of weeds, 
nettles and overgrown areas. With a little fore¬ 
thought and just a few changes, you could incor¬ 
porate some measures that will make your gar¬ 
den far more welcoming. 

Bowling green lawns, weed- 
free beds, no debris and not a 
twig out of place may not be 
the best for wildlife, so relax 
a little and you may find your 
garden becomes a much more 
interesting place. 

Many of us don’t want to 
make our garden into a small- 
scale nature reserve, but there 
are ways we can make it more 
attractive to wildlife while 
staying in control. Just care¬ 
fully placing a couple of bird 
feeders and baths in strategic 
positions can welcome nature while remaining unob¬ 
trusive. Work out what features you would like - it 
may be a butterfly border, mini-woodland or meadow, 
or simply a bird-feeding station, but plan that to max¬ 
imise the view you’ll get of the wildlife activity from 
your patio and your house. 

Also, get to know your weeds. Some garden plants 
and wildflowers will self-sow just as enthusiastically 
as weeds and are frequently treated as such. Good 
self-seeders include foxglove, cow parsley, ox-eye daisy, 
columbine (aquilegia) and hellebores. Don’t dig them 
out if you want to attract wildlife. If they really aren’t 
where you want them, move them to start a colony in 
a different place. 

Grass can be a tricky issue if you don’t have an area 
where you can leave it to grow longer. However, leaving 
a few low-growing flowering weeds such as clover and 
daisies in it will attract insects. Just cut the grass less 
frequently and leave it slightly longer, but it doesn’t 
have to be up to your knees. 

Alternatively, those with a bigger garden could 
opt for a flowering meadow with a mown path in the 
centre, which guides the visitor and gives the path a 
natural border of wildflowers 
and grasses. If you’re making 
a meadow from scratch, it’s 
more likely to succeed on poor 
soil. On moist, clay soils the 
effect is harder to achieve. 

If you plan to create a wild- 
flower meadow consult a spe¬ 
cialist seed supplier who deals 
in native flora, to get the right 
mix of grasses and indigenous 
flora for your soil type. The 
main challenge is to stop the 
grass from overwhelming the 
flowers, hence the need for 
poor soil, where the lack of 
nutrients should limit the spread of tough, vigorous 
grasses. 

On bare earth, special wildflower meadow seed mix¬ 
tures can be sown in spring or early autumn. Simply 
sprinkling seeds over established grass won’t work 
as the grass will offer too much competition. Alterna¬ 
tively, when the grass is short, plant primroses, cow¬ 
slips, field scabious and knapweed in divots removed 
from the grass and water them in well. 

Cut meadow grass once the last flowers have fin¬ 
ished and set seed, after midsummer or in early au¬ 
tumn. While the meadow may look tired at that point, 
it should come back stronger in subsequent years. 

Tidying your flower borders in spring rather than 
autumn is another tactic that will suit wildlife, as 
insects and birds will welcome the shelter or food in 
winter. Weather-resistant perennials such as Sedum 
‘Herbstfreude’ can be left standing, as their seedheads 
will provide wildlife with food and winter havens and 
provide shape for the winter garden. 

In borders, ornamental thistles, grasses and other 
plants with seed-filled heads like teasel and sunflowers 
will attract finches, while nectar-rich flowers including 
the coneflower (Echinacea purpurea), foxgloves, red va¬ 
lerian, and herbs such as chives, borage and thyme will 
attract bees and butterflies. 

Beds containing old-fashioned cottage garden flow¬ 
ers or a collection of herbs and lavenders in a sunny, 
sheltered part of the garden will look wonderful as a 
double border with a path running through it and will 
be alive with insects. 

Even the tidiest gardener should have room for some 
of these.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. If you had a Christmas tree without roots, 
let it dry out then remove the branches to use as 
twiggy supports for plants in spring or take it to 
a council recycling centre for shredding. 

2. On your winter rambles around the garden, 
take the hoe with you and knock out weed seed¬ 
lings before they get too big. 

3. If weather allows, treat outdoor timber with 
preservative. 

4. Clean and lubricate garden tools. 

5. Keep a bag of gritty sand on standby in the 
shed to sprinkle on icy paths. It’s cheaper than 
salt, which also doesn’t do your paths any good 
when the thaw comes. 

6. Spread organic matter such as well-rot¬ 
ted manure or garden compost, even if the soil 
is rock hard. The soil will soon thaw when the 
weather improves. 


7. Plan your vegetable patch on paper so you 
know which seeds to order from catalogues. 

8. Prune standard apple and pear trees. 

9. Continue to water greenhouse plants spar¬ 
ingly and ventilate the greenhouse for a few 
hours on fine days. 

10. Bring seed and potting compost into the 
greenhouse several days before use, to give it the 
chance to warm up before sowing. 

Good enough to eat - Brussels sprouts 

A SPROUT is not just for Christmas. . . In fact, 
you could be harvesting them until March if you 
sowed a late variety in April and planted out in 
June. 

They will stay on the plant until you’re ready 
to pick them and most can be picked over a 
three-month period. Harvest when they are 
tightly closed buttons, starting at the bottom. 


Feed the birds, and don't 
forget to count them too!

AS the annual Big Garden Bird- 
watch looms, it’s time to take a 
look at some of the food which 
might tempt a wide range of 
feathered friends to our gardens 

Have you noticed that your bird feeders 
are still full? 

This may be because the mild winter has 
provided plenty of natural food for birds, 
who may be a bit later than usual in arriv¬ 
ing in your garden in search of tasty mor¬ 
sels. 

However, there’s no time like the present 
to tempt in a greater variety of species, es¬ 
pecially as we are approaching the annual 
Big Garden Birdwatch, in which the public 
is invited to count the birds in their garden 
or local park for an hour over the weekend 
and record the results online at rspb.org. 
uk/birdwatch 

Thousands of children across the UK are 
also currently taking part in the world’s 
biggest schools wildlife survey, the RSPB’s 
Big Schools’ Birdwatch, which helps to 
track numbers of birds in school grounds. 

The survey runs until February 12. 

Last year’s survey revealed a continu¬ 
ing decline in starlings and song thrushes, 
which have dropped by an alarming 80 and 
79 per cent respectively since the Birdwatch 
began in 1979. 

Both species are on the UK ‘red list’, as is 
the house sparrow, meaning they are of the 
highest conservation concern. 

But refreshingly, sightings of every bird 
that featured in 2015’s top 20 increased on 
the numbers recorded in 2014, apart from 
the three finches; chaffinch, goldfinch and 
greenfinch. 

Magnet 

So, what are we likely to see? Well, that 
depends on what we put in our feeders and 
the types of feeders we use. 

Try hanging plastic feeders filled with 
sunflower hearts to attract finches, tits, 
sparrows, starlings, song thrush and rob¬ 
ins, mesh feeders with peanuts for tits and 
hanging mesh feeders containing fat balls 
for tits and sparrows. 

Niger seeds are a magnet for goldfinch 
and siskin, while fat balls are enjoyed by 
blackbirds, tits, collared dove, house spar¬ 
rows and song thrushes. 

Ground feeders or bird tables with an oat/ 
fruit/fatty nibbles mix are ideal for robins 
and blackbirds. 

If you don’t have a suitable feeder, just 
put food out on an old wooden chopping 
board, the RSPB suggests. 

Never put out any food in nylon mesh 
bags, which may trap birds’ feet. 

Birds with a barbed tongue, such as 
woodpeckers, can become trapped by their 
beaks. 

A bird’s body clock works on daylight 
hours, so in the winter months you may see 
a feeding frenzy at first light. 

If you watch your garden birds regularly 
you’ll notice that they’ll come down to feed 
again in the late afternoon, before they go 
and find somewhere to roost overnight. 

During cold weather birds can lose up to 


40 per cent of their weight overnight just 
trying to keep warm. 

Food that’s high in energy is vital for 
birds in winter - peanuts, fat or suet-based 
foods, seed mixes that contain sunflower 
seeds or hearts, mealworms and fruit will 
all go down well. 

You can also make your own fat balls and 
cake mix using lard and suet. 

Place lard and suet at room temperature 
in a mixing bowl, add uncooked porridge 


oats, mild grated cheese, peanuts, sultanas, 
raisins and bird seed. 

Mix it all together and roll into balls or 
use shallow dishes to create bird cake. 

Put them in the fridge to set, and when 
they are solid place them outside. 

It is fine to feed all year-round - just ad¬ 
just the amount you put out. 

In summer, when many birds leave to 
breed in the countryside, they’ll need less 
food. And there’s a lot more food available 


naturally in autumn and even early winter, 
as flowers set seed and berries ripen. 

Fatty foods can go off in summer, so re¬ 
move any which are past their best. 

Water is just as important for the birds, 
so make sure you keep a birdbath or two 
topped up to encourage them further. 

Big Garden Birdwatch takes place on Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday.

Key tips when house hunting 



Buying a home- particularly your first - is likely 
to be the biggest purchase you will ever make, 
so ensuring you ask the right questions when 
viewing a property is essential.

Big-money comedy

A fool and his hard-earned 
money are soon parted and in 
2008 many of us turned out to be 
unwitting fools. 

When the mortgage crisis in America 
catalysed the collapse of financial institu¬ 
tions the resulting ice age of global austerity 
hit most of us. 

Bankers were demonised, political 
establishment passed bucks as if they were 
handling red-hot potatoes and hard-working 
families paid an eye-watering price. 

The Wall Street meltdown doesn’t sound 
like ripe fruit for a cocktail of potty-mouthed 
hilarity and heartbreaking drama, but Adam 
McKay, director of the Anchorman films, 
begs to differ. 

Stepping away from the dim-witted Will 
Ferrell comedies that have made his name, 
McKay draws inspiration from Michael Lew¬ 
is’ non-fiction account of the housing and 
credit bubble to dramatise the incredible 
true story of the men who made a killing by 
wagering against the US economy. 

“While the whole world was having a 
big ol’ party, a few outsiders and weirdos 
saw what no one else could,” explains 
sharp-suited narrator, Jared Vennett (Ryan 
Gosling), a bond salesman at Deutsche 
Bank with a keen nose for profits. 

He is our wise-cracking guide to this 
high-pressure world of bulls, bears and 
multi-million dollar trades. 

However, Jared is not the first person to 
spot impending doom. That honour goes to 
quixotic hedge fund manager Michael Burry 
(Christian Bale).

“It’s a time bomb... and I want to short it,” 
Burry informs his incredulous boss (Tracy 
Letts) and bets against the housing market. 

Jared gets wind of the deal and follows 
suit, drawing in deeply cynical hedge fund 
manager Mark Baum (Steve Carell) and 
his team: Danny Moses (Rafe Spall), Porter 
Collins (Hamish Linklater) and Vinnie Daniel 
(Jeremy Strong). 

Inexperienced investors Charlie Geller 


(John Magaro) and Jamie Shipley (Finn 
Wittrock) use personal ties to retired banker 
Ben Rickert (Brad Pitt) to orchestrate their 
own high-risk bets as financial authorities 
ignore warning signs and Lehman Brothers 
prepares to fall. 

The Big Short is a blisteringly funny and 
provocative portrait of irresponsibility, fraud 
and gaudy excess. 

Carell and Bale shine brightest in the 


glittering firmament, imbuing their socially 
awkward oddballs with vulnerability, guilt 
and regret. 

McKay’s film is acutely aware that most 
of us don’t speak the Wall Street lingo, 
so the writer-director cutely interrupts the 
wheeler dealing with glossy edutainment 
spots. We might not always keep up with 
McKay’s rapid-fire, whipsmart dialogue, but 
by the end credits, we’re not far behind.

Flying Scotsman on track to wow steam enthusiasts 


ONE of the world’s most famous steam lo¬ 
comotives in the world is back on track - 
and heading to the Severn Valley Railway. 

The Flying Scotsman will be a star attraction at 
the SVR’s Autumn Gala, which runs from Septem¬ 
ber 22 to 25. 

The SVR will be one of the first heritage railways to fea¬ 
ture the famous locomotive back in steam, following the 
completion of a £4.2 million renovation project at Riley 
and Sons engineering, in Bury, Lancashire. 

Clare Gibbard, marketing manager at the SVR, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted to announce Flying Scots¬ 
man will be steaming in as one of the stars of the show at 
our Autumn Steam Gala. 

“To be one of the first heritage railways in the country 
to host this iconic engine is a true privilege and we are 
expecting the gala to be busier than ever, as steam enthu¬ 
siasts from across the country flock to see Scotsman back 
in steam once again.” 

The Flying Scotsman was built in Doncaster in 1923 
and soon became the star locomotive of the British rail¬ 



way system, pulling the first train to break the lOOmph 
barrier in 1934. It became a train synonymous with the 
cocktail bar image of the service it was named after. 

The National Railway Museum bought the locomotive 
for £2.3 million in 2004 and work began on it in 2006. 

The iconic engine is due back at the National Railway 
Museum in York and plans are already advanced for its 


inaugural run from London Kings Cross to Yorkshire next 
month. 

A host of events have been organised to celebrate the 
return of the locomotive and The Flying Scotsman ser¬ 
vice, after which the engine was named. 

An inaugural mainline run between London Kings 
Cross and York will mark Flying Scotsman’s official com¬ 
pletion and return to steam, forming the opening event 
for the National Railway Museum’s February Flying 
Scotsman Season. 

It will then make appearances at the East Lancashire 
Railway and the North Yorkshire Moors Railway, before 
it heads to the SVR in September. 

Ian MacCabe, of the Gresley Society which is named 
after Flying Scotsman designer Sir Nigel Gresley, said he 
expects the return of the locomotion to be a huge event. 

“There’ll be millions there trackside to watch it,” he 
said. 

“When it was restored last time there were crowds of 
people at every single station and I think there’ll be twice 
as many this time. 

“There’ll be absolutely millions of people out there. It’s 
just loved that much.”

Goodbye to the Squirrel Hotel in January 1979 

A LITTLE over 36 years ago, the Squirrel 
Hotel in Bridgnorth was squirrelled away 
forever. 

This photo dating from January 1979 shows 
demolition in progress on the building. 

The original caption said: “Demolition work being 
carried out at the old Squirrel Inn, Bridgnorth, yes¬ 
terday. The work is being carried out by Loosemoores 
Demolition of Shrewsbury and the site is to be used 
for flats.” 

The hotel stood in Pound Street opposite the junc¬ 
tion to St Mary’s Street and at one stage there had 
been high hopes for its future. 

In December 1973 it was boarded up and on the mar¬ 
ket with a price tag of £50,000. It was speculated that 
a buyer could turn it into one of the town’s plushest, 
newest, hotels. 

After its demolition, there was a surprise discovery 
of an ancient culvert during excavations on the site. 

At least 150 years old, nobody had known of its ex¬ 
istence. It had run under the former hotel and was 2ft 
6ins high and at least 18ins wide. 

The Squirrel had a place in Bridgnorth’s wartime 
history as it was one of the town properties most se¬ 
verely damaged in a bombing raid in the early hours 
of August 29, 1940. One bomb blew away the front of 
the pub, the licensees at the time being Jack and Hilda 
Ritchie. 

Happily there were no fatalities. 

Rare book handed 
in to charity shop 

A RARE tale of two Shrewsbury school masters was 
uncovered by an anonymous donation to a bookshop. 

Shrewsbury’s Oxfam bookshop received a selec¬ 
tion of books containing a first edition of ‘Two Men 
- A Memoir’ by Hugh Howson. Printed in 1919, the 
book is an edited collection of letters and diaries of for¬ 
mer Shrewsbury School pupils Evelyn Southwell and 
Malcolm White who went on to fight in the Somme in 
World War I. 

Whilst copies can still be found, it’s rare to find a 
first edition in such good condition according to store 
manager Tom Cotton. 

“It’s quite rare to find a copy of the book, I think 
there are a couple of copies around on the internet, but 
the book itself is a rare find,” he said. 

“The letters and pictures are interesting but it’s a 
local book we’ve never had before so it’s a definitely an 
interesting discovery.” 


BANG! Unlike the cliche, the au¬ 
dience at Market Drayton seems 
to have quickly realised that the 
shooting of a boy on stage was 
not all part of the show. 

Poor John Merrill, aged just 13, died 
before their eyes, shot in the heart. 

The tragic accident happened during a 
performance of a melodrama called “The 
Pilot.” One of the performers dropped what 
was described as a percussion gun and it 
went off, mortally wounding the unfortu¬ 
nate lad. 

The gun was a prop, but the discharge 
clearly had enough power to kill at close 
range. 

The accident happened on May 8, 1839, 
at Market Drayton Theatre. Naturally, 
there was a write-up in the Shrewsbury 
Chronicle of the day. 

“This quiet and genteel town was greatly 
excited on Wednesday by the report of a 
fatal occurrence having taken place in the 
Theatre, whereby a fine little fellow, named 
John Merrill, was hurried into eternity in 
a moment,” it reported under the heading 
DREADFUL ACCIDENT IN DRAYTON 
THEATRE. 

“It appears that during the representa¬ 
tion of a melo-drama, entitled ‘The Pilot,’ 
a percussion gun fell from the hands of one 
of the performers, and its muzzle being 
pointed to the breast of the poor boy, it ex¬ 
ploded, and lodged the wadding in his heart! 

“He never drew a breath, but instantly 
expired: and the shrieks and the conster¬ 
nation of the audience on learning his fate 
were likely to have caused much danger, 
had not the good sense of some of the look¬ 
ers-on been excited to quiet the tumult. A 
coroners’ jury have acquitted the perform¬ 
ers of all blame.” 

An “inquisition” was held on May 9, the 
record of which is at Shropshire Archives. 
The handwriting is difficult to read, and 
it seems to spell the boy’s name as Murril 
or Merril, and says he “was of the age of 
13 years and was on stage (two unreadable 
words) was a play and one of the perform¬ 
ers had a gun loaded with powder and some

wadding and by some means in falling down 
the gun accidentally went off and gave to 
him the said John Merril a mortal wound on 
the left side... which accidentally, casually 
and by misfortune he then and there died.” 

“The Pilot” was an 1825 play by Edward 
Fitzball and was one of a number of nauti¬ 
cal-related plays which were popular at the 
time. Based on a novel by Fenimore Cooper 
about the life of a naval pilot during the 
American Revolution, it had been one of the 
longest-running melodramas at the Adelphi 
Theatre in London. 

In the book, it features a mysterious and 
almost superhuman American sea pilot, 
based on the American hero John Paul 
Jones, who fights battles off the coast of 
England against the British and American 
loyalists. This would explain why a gun 
would have been among the props. 

However, while the Shrewsbury Chroni¬ 
cle says “The Pilot” was being performed at 
the time, according to the book “A Grim Al¬ 
manac of Shropshire”, Henry Betty, the son 
of Shrewsbury-born actor William Henry 
West Betty, was making an appearance as 
“Norval” in the play “Douglas” at the thea¬ 
tre when the accident happened involving a 
prop dropped by another of the cast. 

As for the ultimate fate of the victim, bur¬ 
ial records, spelling him as Morrell or Mur¬ 
rell, show that he lived in Market Drayton 
and was also buried in the town, almost cer¬ 
tainly in St Mary’s churchyard, on May 12, 
1839. However it seems that the grave has 
disappeared, with no mention of it being 
made in a survey of the graves in 1982. 

The theatre at the junction of Stafford 
Street and Cross Street was purpose-built 
and a plaque was put on it by Drayton Civic 
SocietyThe capacity is not known, but it is 
thought that the auditorium was probably 
horseshoe-shaped. The boxes are said to 
have cost 4s each, with 2s for the pit, and Is 
for the gallery. It seems to have closed not 
long after the tragedy.

Turkey travelled from Shropshire to Number 10 table 


LET’S talk turkey. Fifty years ago one Shrop¬ 
shire turkey went straight to the top - to the 
dining table at 10 Downing Street for Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

On December 21, 1965, Brian and Margaret Dale 
presented one of their turkeys to Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson on behalf of the British Turkey Fed¬ 
eration. 

They had started their business at Caynham House, at 
Caynham, near Ludlow, because of an oversight. 

As a girl, Margaret was secretary to her father, Mr C.H. 
Lewis, who was a well-known Hereford cattle breeder. She 
also found time for a hobby - breeding, hatching and rear¬ 
ing turkeys for the Christmas market. 

Before her marriage she decided to hold an auction 
and sell all her turkeys, but through a misunderstanding 
about 50 were left out of the sale.

So Margaret took the turkeys with her to her new 
home. 

Speaking in 1965 to recall those origins, Brian said: 


“That was 17 years ago, and I was then full-time manager 
of the Dale family building business in Leominster. When 
I got home in the evenings I helped with the hatching 
and other jobs. But Margaret’s hobby was rapidly turning 
into a business and towards the mid-1950s life became so 
hectic that I decided to give up my job and become a full¬ 
time turkey breeder.” 

Dale Turkeys Ltd grew to be one of the biggest firms 
in the business in Britain and their poults and hatching 
eggs were exported to many countries in Europe, Africa, 
and further afield. 

It later joined with J.R Wood of Craven Arms to become 
Midland Poultry Holdings, which was later taken over by 
Unilever. 

The presentation of a Shropshire turkey to 10 Downing 
Street 50 years ago was by no means a unique event. For 
many years a member of the Wood family delivered the 
traditional Christmas turkey to 10 Downing Street on be¬ 
half of the British Turkey Association.

Jeep Renegade is 
plugging the gap

The Renegade is probably 
Jeep’s bravest move yet as 
the company goes all out to 
tackle a crowded small SUV 
sector. 

And size is the first thing you no¬ 
tice about the Renegade, because it’s 
much smaller than anything Jeep has 
made before, with bosses recognising 
a gap for a true four-wheel drive vehicle 
in the busy crossover market. 

There’s an immediate similarity to 
Skoda’s Yeti thanks to the boxy shape 
but the Renegade is chunkier, is made 
of stronger stuff and is clearly recog¬ 
nisable as a Jeep with its circular head¬ 
lights and famous grille. 

Renegade is the first Fiat Chrysler 
Automobiles car to be jointly devel¬ 
oped by Italian and American engi¬ 
neers and the first Jeep to be built in 
Europe but sold in the USA. It is also 
the first small SUV to feature rear axle 
disconnect. 

The Renegade will stand out in 
any company but for those who see 
personalisation as a key option it is 
available in 11 colours with six wheel 
designs. There are six powertrain com¬ 
binations, two MultiAir II petrol engines, 
a pair of MultiJet II turbo diesels and a 
1.6-litre eTorque petrol. 

There are also five and six-speed 
manual gearboxes, the Dual Dry Clutch 
Transmission and the nine-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox. Available with two or 
four-wheel drive the Renegade boasts 
two new, advanced 4x4 systems: Jeep 
Active Drive and Jeep Active Drive Low. 

On test was the 2.0 Multijet Longi¬ 


tude 140hp 6-speed manual with a 4x4 
system supplying just the right amount 
of torque for any driving situation and 
one of four models in the range. 

The rear axle disconnect system 
seamlessly switches between two and 
four-wheel-drive to guarantee traction 
and keep running costs to a minimum. 

There’s also a choice of driving set¬ 
tings to suit individual preferences. 

The test model had a surprising 
top speed of 113mph and got me to 
62mph in 9.5seconds while averaging 
55.4mpg on the combined cycle. For 
such a beast it was surprising that C02 
emission levels were only 134 g/km. 

You expect a Jeep to sound a bit 
on the noisy side and the Renegade 
didn’t disappoint, and there’s some¬ 
thing comforting about the roar of the 
engine on this model which means you 
are prepared to put up with the sound. 

For an on-the-road price of £23,395 
you can expect 17” aluminium wheels, 
LED lighting, roof rails, body coloured 
door mirrors and handles, trailer sway 
damping, all speed traction control, a 
security alarm and a stop/start system. 

The test car came with a special 
paint job, spare tyre, parking sensors, 
panoramic sunroof, heated front seats 
and steering wheel and a function 
pack which included keyless entry, 
height adjustable cargo floor, under 
seat storage and electrically folding 
door mirrors - all pushing the price up 
to £26,195. 

You could also add an array of 
advanced safety features including 
Forward Collision Warning Plus with 
Crash Mitigation which automatically 
prevents or reduces the impact in low- 
speed shunts; ParkSense Parallel and 
Perpendicular Park Assist that auto¬ 


matically parks the car; LaneSenseTM 
Lane Departure Warning Plus; and 
Adaptive Cruise Control. 

The Renegade leaves the rest of 
the class in its trail once you step in¬ 
side. The high seating position means 
there’s great vision all-round and if I 
was buying one the panoramic sunroof 
would be a must at £1,10O extra. 

Jeep’s Uconnect system which 
provides an interface between vehicle 
occupants and communication, en¬ 
tertainment and 5” navigation touch¬ 
screen with voice control. Impressively 
the Uconnect system enables hands¬ 
free calls from Bluetooth phones while 
compatible smartphones can send 
from a list of 18 pre-defined text mes¬ 
sages. The system also announces 
the receipt of a message, identifies the 
sender and ‘reads’ the message aloud. 

Music can be streamed wirelessly 
while MP3 players can be connect¬ 
ed to the premium media hub via the 
standard auxiliary jack or USB port and 
charged. The AM/FM DAB radio can be 
controlled by voice commands. 

The Renegade also has a full-colour 
instrument cluster which sits in front of 
the driver, displaying information using 
a combination of graphics and text. 
The sort of impressive technology you 
don’t normally associate with Jeep. 

It’s a brave step by Jeep to drop a 
vehicle into the SUV sector and the 
company is likely to attract a lot of buy¬ 
ers unable to afford to get into the big 
four-wheel-drive market. 

Jeep sales are booming in America 
and Europe with Renegade popular in 
Italy, France and Austria. 

Renegade has the looks and the per¬ 
formance to be a big player in the SUV 
sector.

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Cat is stylish and sleek

It’s a challenge to design a ‘clean 
sheet’ new car that is better than 
its predecessor but still screams 
out the heritage and core values of 
its makers. 

But that is the new Jaguar XF - sleek 
and sporty style that couldn’t really be an¬ 
ything else but a ‘Big Cat’ with more than 
a hint of its flagship big brother, the XJ. 

Yet it isn’t all about show or brand identity, 
as under the skin it is entirely new, packed with 
the latest technology to make it a daunting 
prospect for its premium brand German rivals. 

The new XF has grace and pace: coupe 
looks but with a bigger, more luxurious interior 
with the latest in high tech toys to keep you 
entertained and in touch. 

It is based around the latest Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-built Ingenium turbo diesel engine which 
produces plenty of power while significantly 
cutting fuel consumption and C02 emissions, 
potentially saving its owners thousands of 
pounds in VED and benefit-in-kind tax. 

With new, slippier aerodynamics and alu¬ 
minium architecture replacing the old steel 
construction - the XF has shed some 190kgs 
- the figures are impressive. 

With the lowest powered (163PS) engine 
and manual gearbox they are more than 
70mpg and a mere 104g’km - much more su¬ 
permini territory than executive express. Even 
the 180PS option with eight speed auto trans¬ 
mission the figures are an average 65.7mpg 
and a lowly 114g’/km. Those compare with 
129g/km for the old car, so the tax advantages 
are obvious. 


With competitive insurance ratings and new 
measures to cut the cost of repairs, the XF now 
goes to the top of its class when it comes to 
benefit in kind tax, residual values and whole 
life costs. 

I love design when form and function come 
together in perfect harmony. While the new XF 
has much more sporting lines, that’s true of its 
behaviour, too. 

The basis of its improved dynamics start 
with its lighter weight of its aluminium struc¬ 
ture, which is also 25 per cent stiffer so that 
steering and suspension work to the optimum. 

Plus it’s slightly shorter - not by much, ad¬ 
mittedly - but that’s combined with a longer 
wheelbase and significantly shorter front over¬ 
hang. While that helps to improve handling, 
and enhancing the XF’s coupe-like good 
looks, it also allowed the engineers to build a 
car with more generous levels of head, knee 
and legroom for rear seat passengers. 

At the same time, they have endowed the 
braking system with more pedal feel for the 
driver, and upgraded the suspension system. 

The range starts at £32,300 for the 163PS 
manual, while the extra power of the 180PS en¬ 
gine starts costs £500 extra, model for model. 

For those who want even more go there are 
two V6 range toppers - a 300PS turbo diesel 
and a 380PS petrol, both of which only come 
with the ZF eight-speed auto gearbox. 

The test car was the 180PS automatic in top 
specification Portfolio trim, which comes in at 
£39,050. 

From the moment you sit down in the big 
soft leather seats it feels every inch a Jaguar. 
You’re surrounded by soft, stitched leather and 
wood venees, chrome switch gear and a sim¬ 
plified cockpit layout thanks to central colour 
touchscreen and digital instrument display. 


It pulls away smoothly and in virtual silence, 
but once you reach the open road you get 
some measure of the XF’s pace. It’s 180 hors¬ 
es isn’t massively powerful by executive car 
standards, but you have to factor in its light 
weight to get some measure of how the car 
performs. 

The Portfolio spec car is packed with the 
latest safety equipment including stability and 
traction control, hill start assist, autonomous 
emergency braking, trailer stability control, 
rear parking sensors, brake pad wear warning 
and multiple airbags. Climate control, electric 


windows and a surround sound stereo system 
add to the standard package. 

It also has Jaguar’s latest ‘InControl’ touch 
screen navigation system with Wifi. Imagine, 
for example, you’re heading for an appoint¬ 
ment in a strange city - the system will given 
you a choice of potential parking spots in the 
vicinity and, once parked, switches seamlessly 
to your smartphone to guide you to your final 
destination. 

The Jaguar’s digital instruments are ex¬ 
tremely clear and easy to read in all lights, but 
I confess I find myself increasingly seduced by 


the ‘head up display’ in cars. Jaguar charges 
an extra £1,220 for its laser-operated ‘HUD’ but 
for me it’s money well spent. Having your actu¬ 
al speed, the current speed limit and block di¬ 
agrams of the next junction displayed in clear 
symbols in front of you is a really boost for 
safety and convenience when navigating un¬ 
familiar territory. 

The new XF is arguably one of the most 
sleek and stylish or the executive saloons. 
With the major changes under the skin, it’s 
also now one of the most cost-efficient of the 
breed, too.

HOLDERS The New Saints stayed on 
course for back-to-back trebles this 
season after retaining the Word Cup 
with a 2-0 victory over underdogs 
Denbigh Town in the final at Llandud¬ 
no’s rainswept Maesdu Park.
